The debate about the Catho- 
lic schools ig the second big 
issue.

Although 95 per cent 
of the French people are of 
Catholic OFfifn or perentage, 
millions of them ere. indifter- 
ent to the Catholic Church. 
For a while, in the early part 
of this century, it was as un- 
popular to be a devout Catholic 
in France as to be a sociailis: 

Almost 
a century ago, the Church was 
stripped of Stete support and

Catholic Republicans 

Times have changed since 
then. The Church; once a 
stronghold of monarchist ani 
reactionary enemies of the 
French Republic, has develop- 
ed its own liberal, democratic 
thinkers. It has created a 
powerful trade-union move- 
ment of iis own, and a dyna- 
mic group of loyal but radical 
intellectuals. Out of these new 
influences and forces has been 
formed, since the war, the 
MRP, the party of Catholic 
Republicans. The MRP is the 
strongest. party in the govert.- 
ment, but its other two part- 
ners, Socialists and Radica’s. 
are histerically anti-clerica’ 


For the MRP, the one cri- 
tical issue as they approach 
elections is to get sovernment 
support for Catholic schopis 
The Socialists and. Radicals 
have said “no” up to now. But 
the great postwar crop >f 
babies is now. starting to roi!

Welfare Bureaux 


Additional welfare bureaux 
were set up at Nazareth, Acre, 
Jallie, Ramile, Lydda and in 
two Arab centres in Galilee 
to serve over 65 Arab villages. 
Fourteen social workers, as 
well as technicians and ex- 
perts in the various fields of 
social activity are now taking 
care of the Arab population 
For general relief purposes, 
1L,3,000 are snent per month 
by the “4musistry’s four de- 
partments which look after 
women, children, old people, 
orphans and school kitchens. 


Last yeser an extensive 
training course was held to 
supplement the shortage of 
experienced social workers, 
two Arab men and four wo- 
men participated. 

A similar course is to be 
opened im the Hear future 
With the appointment of a 
senior Arab national probation 
officer recentiv, the road has 
been opened for the estab- 
lishment of the first Arab 
juvenile courts in Jaffa and 
Nazareth, while a third one is 
shortly to be opemed in Acre. 


The Ministry's policy to- 
wards the Arab population is 
one of placing the financial 
burden on local councils to 
the greatest extent possible. 
Thus in Nezareth, for the 
first time in the history of this 
town, the municipality set 
aside IL.2,000 for welfare 
work, and a municipal com- 
mission under Mayor Youssef 
Fahoum has been set up for 
this purpose. A similar case

At the cost of 40 mils (with- 
out service) 1,500 pupils re- 
ceive a daily hot meal, while 
with the products supplied by 
UNICEF and supplemented by 
the Government another 2.000 
pupils receive a daily cold 
lunch. From the North (Acre. 
Nazareth, Haifa) through the 
“Triangle” down -40 Jaffa. 
Ramile and Lydda and ending 
with the Negev (where three 
Beduin tribes are at the mo- 
ment included in the scheme) 
dozens of school kitchens have 
been set up. For this service 
a nominal fee of 5 to 10 pru- 
tot is collected from every pupil 
per meal. 


Daily Food Ration 


In addition hundreds of 
pregnant women and infants 
are provided with daily food 
rations in coordination with 
UNICEF. For the aged and 
invalided, homes are main- 
tained at Ramle and Lydda 
and in cooperation with Bi- 
shop GS.
